2 KILLED IN 
AMTRAK CRASH 

CHESTER, Pa.-An Amtrak train 
heading from New York to 
Savannah, Ga., struck a back- 
hoe on a track just south of 
Philadelphia on Sunday morn- 
ing, causing a derailment, killing 
two Amtrak workers and sending 
more than 30 people to hospitals, 
authorities said. U.S. Sen. Chuck 
Schumer (D-N.Y.) said at a news 
conference Sunday that he was 
told by Amtrak board chairman 
Anthony Coscia that the workers 
killed were the backhoe operator 
and a supervisor, both Amtrak em- 
ployees. Schumer said it’s unclear 
if the backhoe was performing 
regular maintenance or if it was 
clearing debris from high winds 
in the area overnight. But he said 
Amtrak has “a 20-step protocol” 
for having backhoes on the track, 
and no trains are supposed to go 
on a track where such equipment 
is present. Officials said more than 
30 people, including the train’s 
engineer, were taken to hospitals 
with injuries that weren’t consid- 
ered life-threatening.

At least 15 people, including 
a 51-year-old bouncer, were 
wounded in shootings 
in Chicago between late 
Saturday morning and late 
Sunday morning, police 
said. The 51-year-old man 
was working as a bouncer 
inside Brudder’s Bar & Grill 
at 3600 N. Pulaski Road in 
Old Irving Park when an 
unknown attacker outside 
fired shots, police said. 

The man was struck in the 
head by a bullet that went 
through the bar’s window. 
He was taken to Advocate 
Illinois Masonic Medical 
Center, where he was in 
critical condition, police 
said. Shootings also oc- 
curred in Belmont Cragin, 
Englewood, Humboldt 
Park, Little Village, 
Marquette Park, South 
Austin, South Chicago, 
South Shore and West 
Garfield Park, tribune

So if you’re someone who has to be more judicious about 
which series you make an effort to see live, here are your best bets, on both sides of town.

CUBS 

Jason Heyward 

Cubs fans may remember that Heyward hit a 
three-run homer off Carlos Zambrano in his 
first major-league at-bat, but executives, man- 
ager Joe Maddon and teammates see more 
than just potential power in the 6-foot-5-inch, 
245-pounder. Heyward, 26, also is a three-time 
Gold Glove right fielder who led all right field- 
ers with 22 defensive runs saved in 2015. 

His offensive production has potential to 
grow as he never has batted higher than .293, 
has hit more than 18 home runs only once and 
has never driven in more than 82 runs in his six 
seasons. 

John Lackey 

The Cubs anticipate the 37-year-old Lackey will 
be a bulwark in the rotation after Jake Arrieta 
and Jon Lester and steady a group that wob- 
bled some because of the second-half slump of 
Jason Hammel. 

Lackey has an 8-5 postseason record and is 
one of only two pitchers ever to win Game 7 of 
a World Series as a rookie. 

Ben Zobrist 

Zobrist’s plate skills should improve a lineup 
that set a franchise record with 1,518 strikeouts 
and tied for 13th in the National League with a 
.244 batting average. 

Second, Zobrist, 34, has a career on-base per- 
centage of .355, which should bode well for an 
offense already bolstered with the addition of 
Heyward, whose lifetime OBP is .353. 

Finally, Zobrist’s ability to bat leadoff gives 
Maddon a solid option at that spot in games 
Dexter Fowler doesn’t start. 


WHITE SOX 

Todd Frazier 

The Sox think Frazier’s bat also fits easily into a 
lineup thirsty for power. 

During the last two seasons with the Reds, 
he hit 64 home runs and drove in 169 runs, and 
over his five-year major league career he has 
a .257 batting average and a .784 on-base plus 
slugging percentage. 

His glove also is expected to be a plus after 
he was good for six defensive runs saved in 
2015. 

Brett Lawrie 

The youngest of the Sox’s new additions at 
26 years old, Lawrie still has time and room 
to grow, and Sox general manager Rick Hahn 
said when he acquired him via a trade from the 
Oakland Athletics in December that “his best 
days may well be ahead of him.’’ 

A full healthy season with the As in 2015 in 
which he hit .260 with 60 RBIs was a start, and 
the Sox think he could improve upon his 
16 homers this season at U.S. Cellular Field. 

Jimmy Rollins 

When the Sox added Rollins this spring, they 
brought in 16 years of major-league experience 
to their clubhouse. 

The Philadelphia Phillies shortstop since 
2000 before a one-year stint with the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in 2015, Rollins brings a 
career .265 batting average and .745 OPS to the 
South Side. 

He was the National League MVP in 2007 
and is a four-time Gold Glove winner, most 
recently in 2012. 

The Sox want to see how much he has left. 


April 8-10 White Sox vs. Cleveland 
The winter hat giveaway April 9 is the 
highlight; file it under Things Only Fans in 
Northern Cities Will Appreciate. That means 
taking the good with the bad in knowing you 
don’t have to wait until winter to use it. 

May 5-8 Cubs vs. l/l/as/7/77gfo/7 
As usual, the Nationals roster is a fantasy 
baseball manager’s dream come true. From a 
casual fan’s standpoint, there’s a good chance 
you’ll see Bryce Harper, Stephen Strasburg, 
Max Scherzer, Daniel Murphy (remember 
him. Cubs fans?) or one of their teammates 
do something spectacular. 


July 18-20 Cubs vs. Mets 
This marks the defending National League 
champs’ only regular season visit to Wrigley 
Field in 2016. And whenever someone men- 
tions Daniel Murphy’s name (even though 
he’s on another team, it will happen), take a 
sip of your drink. 

July 25-26 Cubs at White Sox 
July 27-28 White Sox at Cubs 
At this point in the season. Cubs fans will 
know if there really are enough bathrooms 
at Wrigley Field (we hope), and Sox fans will 
have finally put the Adam LaRoche kid-in-the- 
clubhouse flap out of their minds completely. 
Oops, too soon? 


May 20-22 White Sox vs. Kansas City 
The Sox are calling this Homecoming 
Weekend. Although there’s no parade in the 
works (that we know of), the team will cel- 
ebrate the 25th anniversary of U.S. Cellular 
Field, which will include appearances by for- 
mer players Jack McDowell and Tim Raines. 
May 20 is a fireworks night, and May 21 fea- 
tures a canvas depicting great moments in 
the stadium’s history as the fan giveaway. 

May 23-25 White Sox vs. Cleveland

Marlins outfielder Giancarlo Stanton hits the 
ball very far. He might hit it farther still now 
that Barry Bonds is Miami’s hitting coach. On 
second thought, instead of buying a ticket, 
stake out a spot on Waveland Avenue for 
these three days. 

Sept. 1-4 Cubs vs. San Francisco 
Between the Joe Maddon glasses giveaway 
(Sept. 2), Jeff Samardzija’s return to Wrigley 
and the escalating tensions between the 
Cubs and Giants ace Madison Bumgarner, 
it’s a good thing that Monday is Labor Day. 
You’ll need it to recover. 

Sept. 23-25 Cubs vs. St. Louis 
St. Louis’ third visit to Chicago this sea- 
son also happens to be the Cubs’ final 
home stand of 2016. Given recent his- 
tory, the playoff race will be tense at 
this point, which means the Cubs’ 
resolve will be severely tested be- 
fore finishing with seven games on 
the road.

WE IHINK 1HEY ARE?

It started in mid-February when fans began 
congregating at Sloan Park in Mesa, Ariz., to 
get a glimpse of the Cubs. 

The players quickly realized this season 
was going to be different than anything they 
had experienced, a supersized serving of last 
year’s excitement. 

“People are clapping when we hit homers in 
batting practice,” Kyle Schwarber marveled, 
shaking his head. “It’s batting practice!” 

Schwarber responded by breaking the 
windshield on one car and denting another 
car with a couple of monstrous BP home 
runs, then suggested fans refrain from park- 
ing outside the right field fence. 

The hype-o-meter was running, and the 
Cubs began embracing it, just as manager Joe 
Maddon instructed. 

“We’re just more under the spotlight,” An- 
thony Rizzo said. ‘All the funny things we’ve 
done in the past few years now just get more 
attention. It comes with the territory with 
us playing in a big market, in the best city It’s 


fun. We embrace it and have fun with it. This 
is what you play for.” 

Meanwhile, on another side of the Cubs 
complex, president Theo Epstein was tem- 
pering expectations, saying they would die 
down once opening day arrived. 

Opening day arrives Monday night in Ana- 
heim, Calif Has anyone calmed down yet? 

“I know it’s a big story but the expecta- 
tions are just a spring training, first-week-of- 
the-season narrative, honestly,” Epstein said. 

“...The season has so many ups and downs, 
so many daily narratives, so many twists 
and turns. That’s what takes over during the 
season. No one is going to be talking about ex- 
pectations. ... I just don’t really worry about it, 
especially with this group. They’re high-char- 
acter guys. They’re highly motivated. They’re 
not complacent. {They’re} super hungry {The 
expectations are] kind of an external thing.” 

%u can blame Epstein for that. He rebuilt 
the roster from the team he inherited in the 
faU of 2011 and has added three key free agents 
to a 97-win team that advanced to the National 


League Championship Series last year. 

Is there any wonder hype springs eternal? 

“I’ve been on teams that were good going 
into camp,” former Cub-turned-analyst Cliff 
Floyd said. “I look back on my Mets days ... 

It was awesome, but the hype was because it 
was NewTbrk. 

“This is bright lights, big city and a young 
team. Now is the time to get your season 
tickets for 10 years. This is going to be some- 
thing you can enjoy for a minute.” 

Cubs fans are ready Record crowds 
jammed Sloan Park during spring training, 
and Wrigley Field is certain to be electric 
April II for the home opener. 

The abundance of young talent, a historic 
ballpark and a city that devours baseball were 
all reasons why Jason Heyward ditched the 
Cardinals for the North Side. 

All the spring shenanigans at Cubs camp, 
from the karaoke to the tricked-out Dodge 
van to the mime, convinced Heyward he has 
made the right call. 

“It’s family it’s fun,” Heyward said. “You 


don’t show up and not enjoy it. As much as 
it is a job, you don’t come and look at it as 
strictly a job. You should love to come to 
work every day You should love the environ- 
ment you’re in. You should love the people 
who are around you. 

“I feel that’s something they do preach 
here. Not verbally, but you physically see it, 
and that goes a long way” 

Jon Lester believes Maddon’s antics ben- 
efit the players. 

“Being new and everything, he didn’t want 
to run a camp like this year’s {last season] 
and really throw everybody off,” Lester said. 
“He makes it fun, makes it relaxed, and then 
all you have to worry about {is} showing 
up on time, putting the effort in and being 
prepared, which at this level makes our lives 
a hell of a lot easier. ... It’s just, ‘Be yourself, 
play baseball and have fun.’ ” 

It’s a long way to October, when the fun 
really starts.
